ASHINGTON, March 26.—The

ships. 

For two hours the rule was alter- 
nately defended and attacked in heat- 
ed debate in the House. When ad- 
journment came, with an hour of 
debate on the rule left for tomorrow, 
Speaker Champ Clark, who had not 
yet announced his position on the re- 
peal policy, issued a statement vigor- 
ously opposing the rule. 
CLARKE’S POSITION. 


“Surely there is nothing sacred 
about this repeal bill, and there is 
no reagon for this mad rush,” Speak 
er Clark said in his statement. 1 
will not De a party to ramming such 
a Tule down the throats of members.” 
Impressed with the importance of 
a meagure which President Wlison 
has ized as neceseary to the 
conduct of his administration’s for- 
eign policy, an extraordinary attend- 
ance of members was on the floor 
when the rule was presented. Gal- 
leries and floor were crowded.

“T propose,” he said, to aid in the 
correction of a blunder that haa been 
committed by the American Con- 
gress. This free tolls provision vio- 
lates a treaty and contract we have 
with England and other nations. The 
President of the United States has 
come to the House and has gum- 
moned us to his aid in thls #reat 
crisis and I propose to follow him.” 
Henry asserted that the American 
people secured no benefit from free 
tolls and asserted that the veel 
that would profit from the exemp- 
tion are owned by the “steel trust,” 
the Standard Ou trust, the Southern 
Railway, the New Haven Railway and 
the Seaboard Airline. 
“These are the people.” he said, 
“who are to make a million dollars 
a vear because of this exemption.” 
He quoted from the report of the 
Shipping Trust Investigating Commit- 
tee to show that railroads controlled 
most of the American ships that 
would use the canal. 

Representative Henry paid a tribute 
to the President as “having the Jack- 
sonian courage to call upon Congress 
to aid in correction of this colossal 
blunder.” 

Representative Campbell of Kan- 
sas, Republican, opened the argument

FIGHT RESUMED 
NEAR TORREON. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE] 

EAGLE PASS (Tex.) March 26.— 
After the repulse of Gen. Francisco 
Villa and his rebel army, fighting has 
been resumed near Torreon at Noe, a 
few miles north of Gomes Palacio. 

This was the substance of a dispatch 
to Federal headquarters in Piedras 
Negras late today, said to have been 
sent direct from the battlefield by 
Gen. Joaquin Maas. 


An earlier message which it was 


explained related to events of last 
night said: 

“Our arms victorious at Gomez Pa- 
lacio. More than 2000 killed, wound- 
ed and prisoners. Cavalry pursuing.” 

Federal officials at Piedras Negras 
interpreted the latter messa from 
Gen. Maas as meaning that Villa had 
been driven from Gomes Palacio, but 
whether the engagement at Noe was 
a final stand by the rebels in re- 
treat, or a renewal of the attack on 
Torreon, could not be explained. 

The Federal dispatches reached 
Piedras Negras over the government 
wire mto Monterey. 

Gen. Maas, military Governor of 
the northern zone of Mexico, was re- 
ported in a Mexico City dispatch to 
have gone from Monterey with 700 
men in armered automobiles to rein- 
force Velasco in Torreon. 


TRY TO GUESS —

EL PASO (Tex.) March 26—Con- 
flicting reports today left the situation 
at Gomez Palacio and Torreon a mat- 
ter of conjecture. : 

Gen. Villa telegraphed to Manuel 
Chao at Juarez that he had been in 
possession of Gomes Palacio since 
morning and predicted that the reb- 
ele would have Torreon not later than 
Saturday. 

On the other hand, Miguel Diebold, 
of Huerta's consular service, exhibited 
telegrams declaring that the rebels 
had been repulsed at all points. 

Diebold alleged that when at first 
the rebels thought they had Gomes 
Palacio they were the victims of a 
trap as a result of which they lost 
heavily in dead and wounded, not to 
mention the loss of 600 prisoners. 

The. Federal retreat, he said, was a 
feint to draw the rebels over i27 ay- 
namite mines, which, he said, were 
exploded under the invaders with the 
result mentioned. 

Villa's telegram as given out by 
Gen. Chao asserted that the rebels 
were still maintaining a base at El 
Verjel, five miles from Gomez Palacio, 
While the railroad line between the 
two places was being repaired. He 
added that the Fedérals had attempt- 
ed to evacuate Torreon through hills 
to the south, but were driven back 
into the city. 

Villa is said by Chao to have as- 
serted that for the twenty-four ho ire 
preceding his taking of Gomes Pala 
clo che battle was confified mostly to 
artillery practice. Villa is quoted to- 
day as saying that his men were mov.

He further reported that Benjamin 
Hill, Constitutionalist leader, was at 
the railroad station of Maytorena 
Tuesday and saw the opposing forces 
occupy commanding positions about 
Cruz de Piedra, Which is but a few 
miles distant. Hill was in ah automo- 
bile and attempted .o get south of 
Cruz de Piedra, to secure more def- 
inite information of Federal move- 
ments. 

It is understood that information of 
the movement of the three locomotives 
into Binaloa via Cruz de Piedra, was 
sent from Los Angeles, causing the ac- 
tion of the Guaymas garrison. 

For some time, while some 3000 
Fedefal troops have been at Guaymas, 
the opposing forces have kept open 
a line of communication and transpor- 
tation from Hermosillo south on the 
Guaymas railway as far as Maytorena, 
thence overland to Cruz de Piedra 
and south into Sinaloa, ‘ 

The news of the taking of one link 
in thia line leads to the belief that 
Tellez will continue an advance upon 
Hermosillo, the base of operations of 
Sonoran Constitutionalist forces,

MISTRAL, GREATEST POET 


REDERIC MISTRAL,  philos- 
opher-poet of Provence, has just 
passed away, full of. years and 
honors far beyond the hopes of most 
mortals. 
Manly, good-hearted dnd full of 
love for everything noble and beauti- 
‘ful, his simple life as a man of let- 
ters illuminates two centuries. 

The value of his work as a literary 
man is unique. Using for the vehicle 
of his genius the patois of his native 
province, a language today obsolete 
and evanescing, three of his most im- 
portant works have been translated 
into sixteen different tongues and 
have become classics in many lands. 
His memory as the greatest Pro- 
vencal poet will not only live in his 
own country but will survive every- 
where for those who worship at the 
shrine of beautiful and inspiring 


poetry. 

His immortality rests assured on 
“Mireio,” his famous epic poem. It 
is the story of unhappy love of a 
humble “Arlesienne,” a child of the 
soll. But that poetic drama of pure 
and exalted sentiment is not new in 
its theme. Longus used it in his 
“Daphne and Chloe,“ and Longfellow 
in his “Evangeline.” The special 
charm of “Mireio” is that it pictures 
the life of St. Remy, the beloved val- 
ley of the poet's birth, the country, 
the life and the customs of the hum- 
ble, happy totlers of the olive «roves, 
in harmonious ani romantic vers. 

When first pabl.shed in 1859, it 
proved an immediate success. Victor 
Hugo read t ani Lamartine crowned 
with laure] the brow of the young 
poet of Maillanes. When the cham- 
pion of the Provencal language re- 
turned home, Roumanille, the arch- 
poet of that province, organized a 
unique reception at Nimes and drank 
to Mireit, the most beautiful mirror 
in which Provence looked at ner- 
self,” which is the best I can do with 
the play of words in the original, dif- 
ficult to translate. 

Gounod, the celebrated composer, 
added to the renown of “Mireio”— 
and, as Mireille,“ the opera has gone 
around the world. 

In the “Calendar,” Mistral, instead 
of again glorifying the life of the 
fields, departed from the charm and 
loveliness of Mireio“ to sing the 
strength and valor of the craftman 
and fisherman of the Arlesian coun- 


try. 


Twenty years later he gave “Nerto,” 
which, ke “Mireto,” received the 
unique honor of being crowned |!) 
the French Academy, although not 
written in French. It represents the 
second phase of his mature talent. It 
is philosophical, serjous and perfect in 
construction, original in the extreme, 
yet ideally beautiful throughout. 

From 1878 to 1888 he devoted his 
time to his monumental “Tresor dou 
Felibrige,” in which are found all the 
words of the Provencal language. 
their derivations and an illuminating 
interpolation of fables, legends and 


(the Golden Island,) 
Lou Poueme don Rose (the Poem of 
the River Rhone.) “La Reino Jano,’’ 
and a vast number of more fugitive 
contributions represent his life work. 
Tall and thin, not unlike W. I“. 
Cody, the famed “Buffalo Bill” in 
appearance, Mistral was a type of 
the free soil—one might say a west- 
erner in that California of Southern 
France. It he looked like Cody, there 
was a great difference between the 
men, for the poet had an unconquer- 
able abhorrence for riding, or travel, 
and the strenuous Cody has not been 
known as an international poet.

FOREST FIRES. 
Forest fires entail a waste of timber 
and frequently destroy homes and menace 
‘small towns.

The California Forest Protective Associa- 
tion is attempting to secure such co-opera- 
‘tion on the part of loggers, campers and 
‘farmers as will establish a low fire loss in 
‘California for 1914. Toward that end in- 
‘structions have been sent broadcast urging 
that all dead limbs, windfalls, brush and 
other infammable debris be piled and 
burned not later than May. 

County Supervisors are urged to see that 
Toads are cleared of brush and grass on 
each side so that fires started from burn- 


ing tobacco and matches will not spread 


into adjoining timbers and fields. 

It is essential that measures for the pre- 
‘vention of forest fires be carried out before 
the dry season begins, for afterwards it is 
too late. So important is the need of pre 
‘vention that the State Superintendent of 
Pudlie Instruction has devoted two pages 
of the Arbor Day Manual for this year to 
‘forestry, with a view toward educating 
even the children to the necessity of taking 
all possible measures for preventing the de- 
struction of property through forest fires.

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MASHING ALL AUTHORITY. 
Irrespective of the rights or wrongs 

of Ulster in the Irish struggle, the action 
of British officers in refusing to obey the 
orders of the War Department—whose serv- 
ants they are—has struck a serious blow 
at the cause of law and order in the United 
Kingdom, For without a dependable army, 


crees of the government representing the 
will of the people, the maintenance of le- 
gal authority is an impossibility. It was 
the defection of the army under Louis XVI 
of France that paved the way fer the reign 
of terror. 

These mistaken officers may imagine that 
they were heading off home rule in Ireland. 
They were doing nothing of the sort. They 
were simply smashing the British army by 
destroying its discipline. The policy of the 
government was none of their business. 
That was simply a matter for the voters. 

But if the revolt of the aristocratic gen- 
erals and colonels was:foolish, no less fool 
ish was the policy of the Liberal govern- 
ment in restoring to them their commis- 
sions. These fellows ought to have been 
cashiered and drummed out of the service. 
That the King indirectly interfered on their 
behalf makes it so much the worse for the 
King. * 

It is becoming more and more evident 
every day that there is too muck of Louis 
XVI in the make-up of George of England. 
He is a good-hearted, right-principled mon- 
arch, but weak, oh, so deplorably weak! 
It requires tact and finesse to fill the part 
even, of a figurehead. Edward VII dis- 
played both. George V possesses neither. 

What has been the result of George's ill- 
considered defense of this defiance of dis- 
cipline by the sworn servants of their coun- 
try? When a laborite in the House of Com- 
mons made a pointed attack on the throne 
more than half the members present rose 
to their feet and cheered vociferously.. 
What has been the result of a responsible 
government winking at the armed prepara- 
tions for rebellion, openly ca out in 
the province of Ulster? Anofher labor 
member, who is also secretary of the 
Amalgamated Society of Railway Servants, 
gave notice to the House that he would 
have 900,000 railway men dried and 
trained in the future to resist the King’s 
troops in case of a genera! strike. And an- 
other labor member pertinently inquired 
why Tom Mann was prosecuted for advis- 
ing private soldiers not to fire on strikers, 
when the King himself condones the same 
offense in officers who refuse to fire on reb- 
els in Ulster. 

The whole flasco has set a perilous prece- 
dent for which both pofitical parties are 
responsible; the Conservatives for encour- 
aging Ulster to rebel, and the Liberals for 
condoning an act of treason on the part of 
| Officers in the British service. 

Sir Edward Carson is magnetic and force- 
ful, while the leaders of the Coalition Min- 
istry, especially the Prime Minister, are 
Wwaverers, men of half-measures and com- 
promise policies. For this reason so far 
the Ulster leader has been able to domi- 
nate the situation. But the defection of the 
army officers, brought about with the secret 
connivance of the King, has carried the 
matter a little too far. So it has placed a 
strong weapon in the hands of John Red- 
mond, of which so astute a politician and 
able a leader will not be slow to avail him- 
self. It is no longer a struggle between the 
Orange and Green, it has become a fight 
between democracy and aristocracy, be- 
tween the people and the crown. 

Already there are rumors that a still 
more radical government will be formed in 
West „ headed by Lloyd George, the 
little Welsh firebrand. Whatever happens 
to the British Empire, John Redmond will 
sit tight, will not abate one jot or tittle of 
his demands for free and unhampered home 
rule for the Irish people. Whatever hap- 
‘pens to the British Empire, Sir Edward will 
sit tight and go on arming his men in UI 
ster for a death grapple with any army sent 
to subdue the Orangemen. Between these 
two men political parties in England will 
be batted to and fro like a tennis ball, with 
the Irish Channel for a net and Belfast and 
Dublin playing for the championship. , 

And poor King George is asked to act as 
umpire in this contest of the giants: where 
one misdirected, smashing blow may knock 
the crown clean off from his royal perspir- 
ing brow!

Members of Congress are to be 
gagged—too many of them eloquently dis- 
agree with Mr. Wilson's effort to give Eng- 
land control of the Panama Canal. The ad- 
ministration fears a free and open discus- 
sion; it prefers star chamber edure— 
thd caucus, a mannerly acquiescence to the 
requests of the President, no matter how 
the people and their representatives may 
feel. 

The Panama Canal controversy is of vital 
concern to the nation. It is more than a

LASS LEGISLATION. 

The Democratic party is pledged by 
its platform (so far as its platforms can 
pledge anything) to the doctrine that mem- , 
bers of labor unions ought not to be sub- 
jected by law to the same restrictions that 
are imposed upon other people, and that, 
while an employer ought to be enjoined | 
from blacklisting a laborer on the ground 
that he is iné¢fficient, a laborer ought not to 
be enjoined / from boycotting an employer 
‘who refuses to raise his wages. 

The Chautauqua statesman says in his 
speeches that the law which allows a judge 
to issue an injunction should be rapealed 
becau e, if a man has a right to do the 
thing enjoined, then he ought not to be 
enjoined from doing it. If, however, he has 
no right to do it, then he can be punished 
or sued civilly for doing it, and injunction 
ought not to issue. 

Bryan claims to be a lawyer and ought 
to know that his definition of the law of 
injunctions is different from that given by 
all the courts in England and America. In- 
junctions are designed, not to redress 
wrongs, but to prevent them, not to punish 
the wrongdoer, but to stop him from doing 
the wrong. 

When the threatened injury would be, 
irremediable if perpetrated because it is of 
a nature to be incapable of compensation 
or of computation in damages, such as the 
cutting down of shade trees, or the blowing 
up of a home, or when the defendant is

It is not so very many years ago that this na- 
tion thrilled in response to the foreign pol- 
icy that was voiced in the magnificent ut- 
terance of “Millions for defense, but not

If you disobey the writ of in- 
junction you will be punished, not for the 
wrong you may have done—that may be the 
subject of a separate criminal or civil ac- 
tlon— but you will be punished by the court 
for disobeying the order which it had the 
power to make and which it was its duty 
to make.” 

As has been beforetime said, injunction 
says to the union laborers: “You shall not 
picket the premises of the man whose em- 
ployment you have voluntarily abandoned. 
You shall not insult and assault the men 
who have taken the jobs which you threw 
up. The man you would beat and send to 
the hospital may be able to send you to 
jail for your crime in assaulting him. But 
society does not desire to pay the cost of 
maintaining him in the hospital or feeding 
you in jail. Abandon your purpose of dis- 
order. Let the worker alone who has taken 
your place. If you violate this injunction

To demand, as Bryan and Gompers and 
Secretary of Labor Wilson demand, that 
Congress shall enact a law that no injunc- 
tion shall issue in aid of either party to a 
labor dispute, is class legislation of the 
most outrageous and indefensible chgracter.

“Woman has been repressed and forced 
to confine her attentions to one man. 80 
by habit she is a monogamist. Man, on 
the other hand, has never repressed his 
natural desires. And civilization that makes 
iron rules for women is very indulgent with 
men; hence man is a polygamist.” 

By that I judge that we are to under. 
stand that womgn would be as flagrant with 


repressed. 

Here is an assertion for wives to dream 
over—have the nightmare over: “Every 
wife knows in her heart that her husband 
would as soon think of committing suicide 
as of losing the opportunity of a flirtation 
with a woman who happens to capture his 
fancy. . As well order a man’s beard 
to stop growing as to expect him to be 
faithful to one woman.” | 

There are several of us who are guilty 
of belonging to that abominable sex, and 
with all of our faults have succeeded in 
convincjng at least one woman that her 
hubby is rather agreeable and trustworthy. 
Miss Champagne explains that phenome- 
non thus: “A woman believes not because 
she knows, but merely because she wants 
to believe (that man is true to her.) 
He continues his conscious lying because 
it is easy and natural, and woman ex- 

it.” 

Now we come to kissing, a thing of some 
importance in the life of every man and 
woman. But we are told that “promiscuous 
kissing” is a game in which a man and a 
woman indulge for pleasure, and in which 
a woman always loses. . No girl 
who allows a man to kiss her for any other 
reason than love cay claim that she is 
kissing innocently. he is indulging her- 
self and him purely for the erotic emo- 
tions.” ; 

The “kiss of love” may always be recog- 
nized, since there is a tenderness, a care- 
fulness, an expression of divinity that is 
felt by even the thickest comprehension and 
the dullest sensibility. Such a kiss is either 
preceded or followed by a declaration of 
love and protection. In Missing, as 
in love, women are not honest, but do the 
things they think will please men in order 
to hold their attentions.” 

There is a frankness about that last state- 
ment that is rather disconcerting; inter- 
preted it means that we men do not fascl- 
nate women—as we enjoy thinking—they 
only pretend that we do because it pleases 
them to have us fool ourselves. 


Miss Champagne believes in marriages 
when there is love—and scorns the con- 
vention which requires that a woman must 
live with a man she does not love simply 
because she is unfortunate enough to be 
married to him. 
ually, is she could choose her mate, if she 
could love when and where and whom she 
would, there would be no more loveless 
m He would know that 
she was his equal with a free and inde- 
pendent spirit of her own, whom he must 
love and honor if he would keep her.” 

Divorce, we are told, is a necessary evil 
under the preseat social system. And it 
should be easier to secure divorces; there 
should be iess trouble, less expense and less 
humiliation attendant upon the woman who 
wants to free herself. “Why, then, cannot 
divorce cases have a private hearing, just 
between the court and the complainants, 
straight from the wounded heart to the doc- 
tor, without the use of middlemen in the 
shape of lawyers and witnesses that can be 
bought and sold?” 

Such is the gist of the new feminist phi- 
losophy. Women have become clannish in 
fact, an Amazonian sorority promulgating 
bitter doctrines among themselves of which 
we get but a glimmer. Miss Cnampagne is 
not atypic; she voices the lamentations of 
a large part of her sex; without mentioning 
“free love” she advocates it; she does not 
scorn conventions, but she would mould 
them to the larger convenience of women. 
Her ideas conform largely, though they do 
not wholly coincide, with the other Hippo- 
lytes who are battling with hat pins and 
adjectives for the “new freedom.” Much 
of her book is “idealisticly” silly—some of 
it is true, most of it merely startling. 

As was said before, she has been irritat- 
ing because she does not fail to understand 
the character of men. It is irritating to 
have our secret foibles and weaknesses 
bared to the world. How are we to con- 
tinue the deception, except by the “con- 
acious lying” In which we are such adepts, 
and by swearing solemnly that Miss Cham- 
pagne knows not of what she is talking?

places with a population of 5000 or 
less, $1000 will be awarded as the first 
Prize, $500 as the second and $250 
as the third prize for the best gener- 
al appearance produced by floral ef- 
fects. The same amount in prize mon- 
ey will be given for the incorporated 
cities of 15,000 or less and the incor- 
porated cities of 40,000 or less. Un- 
incorporated towns and school dis- 
tricts will also share jn the same man- 
ner. 

Railroad stations, divisions and ap- 


proaches are even to be beautified, and | 


the station agents within the county 
will be asked to compete. For the 
best floral effects produced in station 
parks, yards and approaches, prizes 
of $250 for the first, $150, second, and 
$/5, third, will be awarded. The ques- 
tion of railroad divisions, in charge of 
section bosses, will have a separate 
prize, $250 to the foreman whose right 
of Way is judged the best. This will 
cause the railroads to compete 
ageinst each other. 

One other important prize to be of- 
fered is $250 for first, $150, second, 


and $75, third, to the board of trus- 


tees of any school in the county hav- 
ing the best-kept grounds and most 
attractive and unique floral effect sur- 
rounding the school building. This is 
entirely apart from the activity of the 
school children in the school district 
plan and is for the purpose of stimu- 
lating the school children to beautify 
the grounds themselves. The board 
of trustees may divide the prize as 
they see fit. 
BEAUTIFYING BOULEVARDS. 


A plan for beautifying the boule- 
vards, or main-traveled highways, is 
unique. The first portion of the plan 
calls for a permanent improvement at 
an expenditure of $10,000 for making 
and installing iron rose trellises, to 
be set where roses can be cared for 
properly and produce the best effect. 
Desert stretches will not be taken un- 
der consideration, but along irrigated 
ranches, where they can be cared for. 

It is also the desire of the com- 
raittee to sow flower seed broadcast 
along all highways, to produce the 
California poppy, the petunia, the 
geranium, and such other hardy flow- 
ere as will grow without care and 
which will come up each year. This 
work, as also that of the setting of 
the trellises, must be worked out in 
co-operation with the Highway Com- 
mission, with individual ranchers and 
with road overseers. 

Following is the idea as to how the 
prizes will be awarded: 

On the basis of general appearance 
in municipalities, relating to parks 
and grounds, thére should be awarded 
a percentage of 20 per cent.: on con- 
dition of streets, 15 per cent.: park- 
ing and lawns, 15 per cent.: artistic 
floral effects, 25 per cent.; largest per- 
centage of improved vacant lots, 25 
per cent. 

In country districts, for buildings 
and surroundings, 50 per cent.: trees

and parkings, 26 per cent.; artistic 
floral effects, 25 per cent. It has been 
the sense of the committee that the 
judges should make a preliminary in- 
spection in January of 1915. in order 
to determine the amount of prepara- 
tion and progress made in all districts; 
another inspection in June, and a 
— and awarding inspection in Octo- 


ELECTRICAL DISPLAY. 


Plans for the electrical display in 
the streets of the city call for an ap- 
propriation of $59,000, minimum, and 
$100,000, maximum. It is the idea of 
the committee to get away from the 
usual stringing of lights from one 
side of the street to the other, as 
has been done for many years. Some- 
thing new is sought, one thing prac- 
tically decided being a number of 
huge towers. 

Sixteen floats are under considera- 
tion and these will cost somewhere in 
the neighborhood of $60,000. They | 
will be of design which will eclipse 
anything ever before attempted in 
that line, one of them to be con- 
structed in such a fashion that it wil! 
be adjusted to represent some par- 
ticular nation or society, as the occa: 
sion may demand. 

Extensive plans have been adopted 

for the beautifying of the streets of 
Los Angeles inside the city limits. 
For this $75,000 is asked. There will 
be a competitive contest among the 
school children, cash prizes being 
awarded to the institution whose 
youngsters groom the streets in the 
vicinity of their school in the most 
artistic manner. 
Property owners will also have a 
chance to profit by their willingness 
to add beauty to their land. The com- 
mittee intends to map out several 
routes in the city, through which 
visitors may be taken, and special 
attention will be paid to the manner 
in which these thoroughfares are 
dressed. A request to have all trees 
trimmed will be made and an appeal 
will be made for the planting of flow- 
ers in abundance. 

Vacant lots will receive due atten- 


tion with a good cleaning, and here“ 


an owner Hill permit the planting of 
plants, flowers or seeds, this will be 
done. 

The next regular meeting of the 
standing committees will be held at 
the Chamber of Commerce on April 
23. An executive session will be in 
order at the same place, two weeks 
prior to that date.

ANY GRUMBLE AT 
PAYING FOR ISSUE 


STANDARD HOLDERS HOPING 
FOR STOCK DIVIDEND.

Have Already Subscribed to the 
Extent of a Hundred Per Cent. of 
Their Holdings—Think There Is 
No Need for Further Contribu- 
tions, Some Contend. 


Some of the large stockholders &f 
the Standard Oil Company of Califor- 
nia are inclined to grumble at the 


for more capital stock in the com- 
pany, as it may be decided to da- 
tribute in this fashion the shares of 
the new issue of $50,000,000 just au- 
thorized. 

Already since the dissolution the 
stockholders have subscribed to the 
extent of about 100 per cent. of their 
holdings in the Standard of Califor- 
nia. To be gure, they may sell their 
rights to —. for the new issue, 
but then they do not retain as large 
an interest in the company with the 
capital at the new figure. 

Of course, the stockholders may 
be “crossing a bridge before they 
come to it“ as far as their grumbling 
is concerned, because as yet no defi- 
nite announcement regarding .the 
plans for distributing the new issue 
has bee nmade. And besides, the is- 
sue received the full authorization of 
the stockholders as a body. The more 
optimistic holders, moreover, are in- 
clined to look for the distribution 
of a portion of the new stock in the 
form of a stock dividend, while the 
remainder of the proposed issue 
would be distributed at par as the 
needs of the company require, in 
their belief. 

The Wall Street Journal sizes up 


of last Friday: 

“While no intimation as to the 
company’s plans in this matter has 
been forthcoming from interests con- 
nected with the California company, 
some of the Standard Oil group of 
capitalists who are holders of Stand- 
ard of California shares, express the 
opinion that probably half of: the 
$50,000,000 new stock will be dis- 
tributed in the form of a stock divi- 
dend, and the remainder held as 
treasury stock, to be distributed prob- 
ably at par, as further large expendi- 
tures are made. These interests point 
out, however, that the California peo- 
Ple have been reticent in the matter 
and that this is merely their personal 
opinion. 

“Should the California concern ask 
stockholders to subscribe at par to a 
portion of its unissued stock, before 
disposing of some of it as a stock 
dividend, some of the largest share- 
holders would offer strenuous opposi- 
tion, as since the dissolution of Stand- 
ard Oil they have already subscribed 
at par to the extent of about 100 
per cent. of their holdings. The in- 
crease in the company’s capitaliza- 
tion was made so that the capital 
stock might more nearly represent 
the company’s assets, and it is the 
belief of certain of the larger stock- 
holders that they are entitled to share 
in these assets without making fur- 
ther contribution. 

“The balance sheet of the Califor- 
nia company as of December 31, 
1913, showed a profit and loss surplus 
of $35,088,743. Plant was carried at 
350,086,743, inventories at $2t,724,- 
390, and the probable value of the 
property at $8,474,659. The company 
had cash and loans outstanding of 
$1,065,266. President Scofield an- 
nounced that the company will spend 
about $5,000,000 this year on a new 
tank steamer, storage faclil‘ies, pipe 
lines, refinery extensions and market- 
ing facilities.”

The acquisition of the new gasoline

in. which to make a report on the 
Tirst-street tunnel, as the conditions 
incident to the construction of this 
tunnel are somewhat complicated at 
time. 
The committee’s report, however, 
Was not presented. There were many 
persons present in fayer of the im- 
mediate beginning of proceedings on 
the Second-street tunnel, indépen:4- 
ently of the First-street proceedings. It 
appeared as though a preconcerted at- 
tempt had been planned to stampede 
the committee and rush action 
through for the Second-street bore, 
less of previous pledges that 

the two tunne! projects should move 
forward simultaneously. Various 
Speakers addressed the committee, 
urging that there be no delay on the 
Second-street project, notwithstand- 
ing the combined sityation, wherein 
One proposition must support the 
other if they are ever carried through. 
Kelly declared that every property

AND WEAVER: 


Pitcher Says They Are Merely Awaiting Outcome of 
Killifer Case in Courts cad to Go if This Favors 
Players—Willing to Stay if Chicago Will Meet Big 


Bid Made by the Federals. 


BY HARRY A. WILLIAMS. 


NLESS the Chicago White Sox 

meet the terms offered them by 

the Federal League, Jim Scott and 
Buck Weaver will jump to the in- 
dependent organization — providing 
the law does not interfere. 

These players simply are awaiting 
the outgome of the Killfer case, which 
is now in the courts, before taking 
final action. 

Both admit receiving handsome of- 
fers from the Federal League. These, 
it ls said, more than double the sala- 
ries specified in the White Sex con- 
tract, which they signed while abroad, 
when in ignorance of the big money 
being offered by the Feds, 

BUCK ADMITS IT. 
Weaver admits having received a 


big offer from the Federals. This is 


said to name $30,000 as the sum to 
be paid him for three years’ work. 

Beyond this, acting on advice of 
counsel, meaning U. Gene Doyle, he 
refused to talk. 


Scott was more outspoken, and con- 


versed straight from the shoulder. 
If the Sox management meets che 
Federal figures he will stay. Other- 
wise, he will pack up the extra shirt 
and collar, and hie himself to the 
camp of the enemy—that is, unless 
the decision in the Killifer case holds 
baseball contracts to be binding. 

Scott has emerged from the senti- 
mental stage of hig baseball career. 
He intends to look out for No. 1— 
meaning himself. 

To make the position of these play- 
ers clear, the Killifer case should be 
reviewed briefly. 

Killifer, who is on the reserve list 
of the Philadelphia Nationals, signed 
with the Federals, being momentarily 
dazzied by the clink of much coin. 
When he cooled down, however, he 


repented of his deed, returned the ad- 


vance money which he had received 


|} from the Feds and signed a contract 


with the Phiilies. 
UP TO COURTS. 

The Federals, being unable to im- 
duce him to reconsider this latter 306. 
tion, carried the case into the courts, 
The legality of baseball contracts is 
involved. Should Killifer be awarded 
to the Phillies, the Federal 
will take it, to mean that these con- 
tracts are not binding. 

“It is true that Weaver and myself 
have received contracts from the Fed- 
erals,” said Scott. These name & 
much larger salary than we will re- 
ceive from the White Sox. Other 
things being equal, we will stay with 
the Chicago club. By this I mean 
the White Sox must meet the terms 
offered by the Federals. 


“However, we can take no definite . 


action until the Killifer case is de- 
cided. The way things stand now we 
would go to the Feds immediately if 
we were sure of the legal status of 
our contracts, If Killifer is awarded 
to Philadelphia, it will mean that 
baseball contracts are not binding. 


In that event we will regard ourselves. 


as free, and will go to the Feds, un- 
less Chicago equals their bid. 
PURELY BUSINESS. 

“It is purely a matter of business 
with us. If we don't look out for 
ourselves, I don't know who is going 
to. The life of a baseball player is 
short, and it is up to him to get the 
money While the getting is . We 
are not disloyal to the hite Sex. 
All that we ask is that we be given 
the same money that we can com- 
mand elsewhere.” 

Scott and Weaver also are said te 
be dissatisfied with the division, ‘or 
lack of division, to be made of the 
profits derived from the world’s tour. 
This money, according to present 
plans, will go to Comiskey and Me- 
Graw, who financed the tour, and

OUD wails of distress went forth deep that they could not 


from this end of the State some 

time ago to the effect that the 
trout were being slaughtered in the 
Big Bear Valley region. It was aleo 
reported that the trout were going up 
in the small streams to spawn and 
that the water was getting low in 
these streams, greatly endangering 
thousands of perfectly healthy trout. 

Mr. Pritchard, the Federal Fish and 
Game Warden, immediately rushed to 
the rescue with several of his depu- 
ties. Upon arriving at the scene of 
disaster he found one dead fish and 
five that were stranded on sand bars. 
These were rescued and that left one 
dead fish as the gource of this loud 
wail previously mentioned, 

Mr. Pritchard returned to Los An- 
geles Monday and states that the re 
ports of the fish Slaughter were al! 
greatly exaggerated and most of them 
untrue. Only five men have stayed in 
the Big Bear Valley this winter and 
they are sportsmen who are above 
such methods as dynamite and nets 
for trout fishing. The snow was so

However, all of the places are 
greatiy in doubt, and as many as three 
candidates are still being considered 
tor a single position. All of the seven 
on last year's varsity, who are back 
in college, are likely candidates. 
These are Frank ©. Olmstead and 
James 8. Jeffers of Los Angeles; Capt. 
Phil Clover and Gustave A. Jacomini 
of Pasadena, and Ivan Hulsman, F. 
E. Rehm and G. A. Haggart. Besides 
these, three of last year’s freshman 
eight and a junior are making a strong 
fight for places. The sophomores who 
may win berths are Waldron A.
